Senator Mitchell has g'ven notice of
a number of amendments ho proposes
to offer to the river and h.trbor Mil,
unless the house Inserts iht arious
Items before the measure cones to the
senate. One amendment appropri-
ates I6HO.OO0 for Improving the mouth
of the Columbia, and places the Im

provement under the continuing con
tract system, the .otal cost of which
shall be 12,000,000. The tresent project
1s made aubject to ucl modifications
as to the character of the Improve
ment as may be made by the chief of
engineers, or a board of three engi
neers designated to examine aa to the
most feasible rorm or he project Two
hundred and fifty thousand dollars is
appropriated for the Lower Willam-
ette and Columbia river below Port
land, of which $176,000 is to be used
in the construction of a dredge. Other
amounts carried arer Columbia, be
tween Vancouver and the mouth of the
Willamette. $2,000; Columbia at Cas--

cades, $30,000, a portion to 'be used
In removing the rocks In the rapids
near Cascade locks; Upper Columbia
and Snake, $28,000; for procuring the
right of way for a ship canal between
The Dalles and Celllo, and for com-

mencing construction, $969,371. This
appropriation Is less the unexpended
balance remaining from the boat rail-

way project, wMch Is turned over to
the new project. The amendment pro-
vides that the canal project shall "be

made a continuing contract to cost not
Over $13,960,371. Senator Mitchell has
also given notice of an amendment he
would offer to the sundry civil bill
appropriating $20,000 for additional
buildings and Improvements at the
Astoria quarantine station.
